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PETITION TO WITHDRAW HOLDING OF ABANDONMENT 

SIR: 

The Applicants respectfully submit this Petition under 37 C.F.R. 1.181(a) requesting the 
withdrawal of the holding of abandonment. 

A Notice of Abandonment in U.S. Patent Application No. 09/893,888 ("the '888 
application") was allegedly mailed on September 8, 2005, stating that Applicant failed to timely 
reply to a Non-Final Rejection mailed November 5, 2004. Neither the Notice of Abandonment, 
nor the Non-Final Rejection were received by Applicant. Instead, the undersigned discovered on 
August 25, 2007, during a review of his pending matters, that the USPTO had placed the '888 
application in abandoned status. 

Upon a review of the file history of the '888 application, it is clear that the USPTO did 
not mail the Non-Final Rejection and the Notice of Abandonment to Applicant, and as a result, 
Applicant did not receive the Non-Final Rejection and the Notice of Abandonment. Instead, the 
USPTO mailed the Non-Final Rejection and the Notice of Abandonment to an attorney who was 
no longer of record, and had been recognized by the USPTO as having withdrawn from 
representation. 

The relevant facts are set forth below and in the attached exhibits: 
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1 . On June 29, 200 1 , the ' 888 application was transmitted to the USPTO. David C. 
Oren (Reg. No. 38,694) of Antonelli, Terry, Stout & Kraus, LLP signed the transmittal form. 
(Exhibit 1.) 

2. On October 9, 2001 , a Declaration and Power of Attorney for Patent Application 
was received by the USPTO. (Exhibit 2.) The declaration indicated that correspondence should 
be sent to Antonelli, Terry, Stout & Kraus, LLP in Arlington, VA. (Id.) 

3. On September 25, 2003, a Change of Correspondence Address and Request for 
Withdrawal as Attorney or Agent was filed with the USPTO by Paul J. Skwierawski of 
Antonelli, Terry, Stout & Kraus, LLP. (Exhibit 3.) The document constituted an application to 
withdraw Antonelli, Terry, Stout & Kraus, LLP and its attorneys for the '888 application. (Id. at 
1.) Antonelli, Terry, Stout & Kraus, LLP also indicated that the correspondence address should 
be transferred to Kenyon & Kenyon of Washington, DC. (Id. at 2.) 

4. On October 1 4, 2003 , the USPTO mailed a Decision on Request for Withdrawal 
as Attorney. (Exhibit 4.) The request was granted and mailed to Antonelli, Terry, Stout & 
Kraus, LLP. (Id. at 1.) The communication indicated "[a]ll future communication will be 
directed to the below-listed address until otherwise notified by applicant. (Id.) The below-listed 
address was that of Kenyon & Kenyon of Washington, DC. 

5. On October 20, 2003, as evidenced by the Patent Jacket Data Sheet which was 
attached to Kenyon & Kenyon LLP's physical file for the '888 application, a communication 
was received from the USPTO. (Exhibit 5.) Based on a review of the physical file, it is believed 
that the communication was the petition grant of Exhibit 4. 

6. Also on October 20, 2003, as evidenced by a postcard stamped by the USPTO 
(Exhibit 6), a Transmittal Form (Exhibit 7) and a Power of Attorney (Exhibit 8) were filed with 
the USPTO. A review of the Transaction History for the application at issue on USPTO's Public 
PAIR system indicates neither the Transmittal Form, nor the Power of Attorney, were entered 
into the application file at the USPTO. 

7. On November 5, 2004, a non-final rejection was allegedly mailed by the USPTO; 
however, the non-final rejection was addressed to Antonelli, Terry, Stout & Kraus, LLP. 
(Exhibit 9.) 

8. According to the '888 application transaction history on USPTO Public PAIR, the 
'888 application allegedly abandoned on September 6, 2005. (Exhibit 10.) 

9. On September 8, 2005, a notice of abandonment was allegedly mailed by the 
USPTO; however, the non-final rejection was again addressed to Antonelli, Terry, Stout & 
Kraus, LLP. (Exhibit 11.) 
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10. On August 25, 2007, 1 (Shawn W. O'Dowd) personally discovered that the '888 
application was allegedly abandoned after a review of applications for which I was the 
responsible attorney. 

11. I reviewed the cover of the '888 application file, and the existing Patent Jacket 
Data Sheet indicated that neither the first office action nor the notice of abandonment was 
entered into Kenyon & Kenyon's docketing system. (Exhibit 5.) 

12. I reviewed the contents of the '888 application file, and the first office action and 
the notice of abandonment were not contained therein. 

13. I searched my office for the first office action and the notice of abandonment, and 
did not find them. 

14. As evidenced by a patent jacket data sheet printed on September 6, 2007 by 
Kenyon & Kenyon's docketing department, Kenyon's docketing department had no record of 
receipt of the non-final office action or the notice of abandonment. (Exhibit 12.) 

15. I did not receive actual or constructive notice of the non-final office action and the 
notice of abandonment until August 25, 2007, and this petition was filed as soon as practicable 
after obtaining such notice. 

ANALYSIS 

According to 35 U.S.C. § 133, notice of office action must be "given or mailed to 
applicant" in order for an application "be regarded as abandoned." As set forth by the facts 
above, and the exhibits attached hereto, applicant's representative before the USPTO clearly did 
not receive notice of the first office action in the '888 application. The office action was mailed 
to the wrong address, despite evidence that the prior attorney of record requested a change of 
address (Exhibit 3), the USPTO acknowledged the change of address (Exhibit 4), and Kenyon & 
Kenyon separately requested a change of address (Exhibit 8). 

As an office action has not been "given or mailed" to applicant by the USPTO, it is 
respectfully requested that the USPTO withdraw its holding of abandonment, and mail an office 
action to applicant via their designated representative at Kenyon & Kenyon LLP, thus resetting 
the time for response to the office action. 

It is also requested that the transmittal form (Exhibit 7) and power of attorney (Exhibit 8) 
be entered by the USPTO. 

The undersigned understands that this is a non-fee petition. However, should the Office 
determine that any fees are due, the Office is authorized to charge any such fees to Deposit 
Account No. 11-0600.
